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SUMMARY OF FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS 


HE convention was called to order by President Gilbert. 
The welcoming address was delivered by Major Judson, 
District Engineer Commissioner. President Gilbert then 

read his annual address. This was printed in full in the Amer- 
IcAN ArcHITECT of December 22, 1909. 

Most of the morning and afternoon sessions were occupied 
with the reading of reports. 

The report of the Board of Governors showed that there 
are 1026 members of the Institute, including 303 fellows, 585 
associates, 61 honorary and 77 corresponding. 

On behalf of the Board of Governors, Mr. Frank Miles Day 
then addressed the convention as follows: 


I am now called by the Chair to lay before you the ideas 
to which the Board has given its sanction and which it com- 
mends to you for its adoption. The Institute has labored, as 
you know, for many years to improve competition, and with 
marked success. It has from time to time taken a firmer and 
firmer position. It has very thoroughly thrashed out the pro- 
prieties in the conduct of competition and has assembled a 
volume of results, on which I believe we are all practically 
agreed. We know how competitions ought to be conducted. 
There would be little difficulty in assembling these ideas in a 
single paper which would set forth the mind of the Institute. 
The scheme which we adopted last year was an advance over 
any other scheme and showed a firmer attitude on the part of 
the Institute than it had ever adopted before, in that it said 
participation in any competition, the terms of which the Insti- 
tute had disapproved, was unprofessional conduct. It delegated 
to its Committee on Competition, in passing upon such pro- 
grammes as might be sent to that Committee, the power to 
state whether they were in harmony with the principles of the 
Institute or not. That procedure has been found very difficult. 
In the first place, a mere trifle of programmes have ever 
reached this Committee, because it depends upon some inter- 
ested person to send the programme to the Committee, and 
very often there is a lack of interest on the part of com- 
petitors, and in some places they desire to shirk the question of 
bringing up the excellence of the programme, and at last the 
procedure is off in the precipitation of a most unfortunate 
situation, because the competition is already launched while 
the Institute is considering whether it is a proper one or not, 
and if found improper notice has to be sent to all members of 
the Institute or all probable competitors. The whole affair 
has resulted in a tangle, not merely in the sense I have repre- 
sented it, but in other minor details, makes the Board think 
it is necessary to take serious consideration of an improved 
method; and the Board therefore charges me to inform you of 
the method which it thinks is a distinct improvement and a 
great step in advance, one calling for still further firmness and 
courage on your part. The method which the Board proposes 


is the converse of the present method. Under our present 
method, we, after the competition is started, try to discover 
whether it is right or not. The Board proposes for the future 
that Institute members should not take part in a competition 
until the programme has received the approval of the Insti 
tute. (Applause.) This would appear to throw a great burden 
of work upon a certain committee, but the words of certain 
resolutions which I will shortly read to you indicate that the 
Board shall have this power to sanction competitions not 
merely lodged in itself, but the power to delegate this authority 
to such a committee or committees throughout the country as 
may seem wise to it, so that a competition on the Pacific Coast 
would not need to have a programme sent to the East for 
approval, but it might be approved on the spot. The procedure, 
as you see, involves pretty careful pondulation on the part of 
the Institute of what it considers good practice in respect to 
competitions, and as I say, we already apparently have practically 
one mind on that subject. The preparation of such a document 
is obviously not a thing that the convention could attend to 
Such a preparation would have to be delegated to some other 
authority. I will read the resolutions, which, if I had adopted 
by this convention would put this whole arrangement into 
operation : 

“Be it resolved, first, that it is unprofessional conduct for 
any member of the American Institute of Architects to take 
part as a competitor or juror (not as a professional adviser, you 
will notice, but as a competitor or juror) in any competition 
unless its programme shall have received the formal approval 
(a) of the Institute, if the competition be to members of 
more than one chapter; (b) of the chapter, if the competi- 
tion be open to members of only one chapter. Second, that 
the Board of Directors be as it is hereby authorized to give 
such approval in the name of the Institute and to delegate 
this authority, that the Board be and it is hereby instructed 
to formulate rules of practice for competition containing 
advisory and mandatory provisions and serving as a guide 
to give to the giving or withholding of such approval. Fourth, 
that the Board be and is hereby authorized and instructed to 
take such action as may be necessary to render effective the 
intention of these resolutions. Fifth, that these resolutions 
shall go into effect immediately on the issuance to each mem- 
ber of the Institute a copy of them, together with the rules of 
practice called for in the third resolution.” 

It is a very singular thing that after the many discussions 
in the Institute and its Board have had upon this subject, 
the proposals herein contained should have commended them- 
selves to every member of the Board present at the meeting 
at which they were considered, and with perhaps one or two 
exceptions every member of the Board was there present. 
Therefore, by mandate of the Board, I submit them for your 
consideration. (Applause.) 
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The resolution presented by Mr. Day was referred, along 
with the report of Committee on Competitions, to the com- 
mittee reporting on the reports of Special Committees. 

Mr. Baldwin then presented the following resolution: 

“As the Architectural League of America desires to co- 
operate with the American Institute of Architects in educa- 
tional matters, and is considering the adoption of an edu- 
cational plan for its members which aims particularly to help 
those who cannot avail themselves of the advantages of an 
architectural school; Be it resolved, that the Board of Direct- 
ors be requested to instruct the Committee on Education to 
confer with and assist the Architectural League of America 
to the end that an educational system may be devised which 
will meet with the approval and endorsement of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects. 

By the President: : 

The next business in order is nominations of honorary and 
corresponding members. I will explain that the nominations 
for honorary and corresponding membership under our present 
by-laws are required to be made by the Board of Directors, 
that the Board of Directors have requested me to make this 
report on its behalf, and that the Board has given the subject 
very careful and thoughtful attention at several meetings since 
last June. Good and sufficient reasons appeared for the nomi- 
nation of each person, and I believe that full consideration 
thereof on the part of the Convention will justify the choice 
of the Board. At the last Convention there were no nomina- 
tions for honorary or for corresponding membership. Hence, 
the list this year is somewhat larger than it has been in some 
previous years. 

Theodore Roosevelt, J. J. Jusserand, French Ambassador, 
and man of letters; James Bryce, British Ambassador and 
historian; J. Pierpont Morgan, President Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, Patron of the Arts; Henry Walters, Patron of the 
Arts and donor of the Villa Mirafiore to the American Acad- 
emy at Rome; Chas. L. Freer, connoisseur, donor of works 
of art to the National Government; Nicholas Murry Butler, 
President Columbia University; J. J. Albright, donor of the 
Albright Art Gallery at Buffalo, N. Y.; Daniel Chester 
French, sculptor; Sir Laurens Alma-Tadema, Master of 
Painting of Architectural and Classical Subjects; Geo. B. Mc- 
Clellan, for encouragement of fine arts while in public office. 

On motion, duly seconded, the Secretary was directed to 
cast one ballot for the names as read. 

The nominations for corresponding membership were: 

W. J. Locke, Architect and Author, sometime Secretary of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects; A. J. Parsons, 
Amateur and Curator of Prints, Library of Congress; George 
Dudley Seymour, Amateur and Advocate of Civic Improve- 
ment; John W. Alexander, Painter and President of the 
National Academy of Design; Edward P. Warren, Architect, 
distinguished for collegiate work in England; Frederick Deil- 
man, Painter, former President of the National Academy 
of Design; H. Siddons Mowbray, Mural Painter, former 
director of the American Academy in Rome; Theodore Mar- 
burg, Amateur and Advocate of Civic Improvement; Violet 
Oakley, Illustrator and Mural Painter. 

On motion, duly seconded, the Secretary was directed to 
cast one ballot for the names as read. 

Mr. Currett, a delegate from the San Francisco Chapter, 
addressed the Convention as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—As a delegate from San 
Francisco Chapter, I would like to say a few words with ref- 
erence to extending an invitation to you to have your next 
Convention in San Francisco. (Applause.) We believe that 
now is one of the best times in the entire history of the State 
of California for the architects of the country to visit that 
section. San Francisco has been swept off the map as you 
know, pretty nearly, and has started on a successful career 
of rebuilding. It has advanced very rapidly, and we feel that 
we require encouragement. We would like to have you gen- 
tlemen come out to see us. We had the distinguished pleasure 
of a visit from the President, Mr. Cass Gilbert, who delivered 
an address to us that has done more for the architects of 
the Pacific Coast than anything we have ever had before. 
We also had a most charming address from your Vice-Presi- 
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dent, Mr. Pond, and in California and all over the Pacific 
coast the people regard you gentlemen as Michael Angelos, 
and would be glad to have you—every one of you—visit us 
so that the citizens may have a good view of what the archi- 
tectural profession is represented by. 

“As to the seasons and time of visit, it makes no difference 
what time. We have no snow out there; we have a little rain, 
everything is sunshine and it is pleasant at all seasons of the 
year to visit us. I do not know whether the San Francisco 
Chapter can give you the good time that you all deserve, but I 
assure you we will do everything in our power to entertain 
you and show you everything that we have in the way of 
improvements and attractive scenery, and we not only ask 
the architects, but we extend an invitation to the architects’ 
wives, their daughters and their sweethearts, which will mean 
hat we are not only capable of entertaining the architects, but 
we are also capable of entertaining the ladies, and I wish 
that you do not refer this to any committee, but take hold 
of it now and give us encouragement by voting to have the 
next Convention in San Francisco. I thank you very cordially, 
gentlemen.” 

Tue PresipENT:—I recognize Mr. Parkinson, of Los Angeles. 

Mr. Parkinson:—Mr. President and Gentlemen: About 
five hundred miles south of San Francisco there is also another 
city on the Pacific Coast. It is located between the ocean 
and the mountain and the people of that city believe it to be 
the most beautiful place in the world. There is a Chapter 
there in that City of Los Angeles—a small Chapter needing 
encouragement, and they have instructed me to invite the 
next Convention to meet in the City of Los Angeles. 

Mr. Howarp:—I have listened with a great deal of interest 
and delight to the suggestion of Mr. Curlett and Mr. Parkin- 
son that the next Convention of the Institute be held on 
the Pacific Coast. I want to speak a few words on this point 
and yet I do not know in just what capacity I want to appear. 
I feel as if I am “Neither flesh nor fowl.” In San Francisco 
I am a New Yorker, and in New York and Washington— 
I judge from the way that I am received—that I am a San 
Franciscan. I consequently have to draw the conclusion that 
my actual habitat and centre of operations is somewhere in 
the area, perhaps, just over in western Nebraska. If a word 
of encouragement to the idea that the Institute meet next 
year on the Pacific Coast comes more strongly from an out- 
sider than from an insider, then I speak as a Nebraskan, and 
I hope that the Convention will meet in California, because it 
is a balmy land which all Californians have described to you 
a thousand times I presume, as they did to me before I went 
there, but it has advantages, and is just as rosy from the 
point of view of Washington to-day to me as it was ages 
before I had any expectation of going there. California is a 
wonderful country. The Pacific Coast at large is perhaps 
more concentrated—the essence of the Pacific Coast at large is 
more concentrated in the centre of the Coast, that is to say, 
in and around San Francisco than in any other single place. 
I would like to see the Convention meet again and again upon 
the Pacific Coast—at Seattle, at Portland, at Los Angeles, 
at San Francisco—but it seems to me that there are a num- 
ber of points in favor of San Francisco at the present time 
as the meeting ground—the first common ground upon the 
Coast, as we call it. For the Institute, and I sincerely hope 
that the decision is made that the next meeting is on the 
Pacific Coast and that it be at San Francisco for a number of 
different reasons, each more conclusive to my point of view 
than the last. First and foremost, San Francisco is, of course, 
numerically, the largest city on the Coast; second, because 
in proportion to its largeness and consequent importance, it 
has the largest Chapter of the Institute—unquestionably, there- 
fore, the most influential Chapter—the ranking Chapter of the 
Coast. Another reason that appeals to me, and I think will 
appeal to every member of the Institute, is the fact that to-day 
San Francisco is resuscitated from such a shock that has 
never come to any American community before, and that in 
a peculiar degree the architectural profession represents and 
is identified with every resuscitation. Our profession, gentle- 
men, has stood for more in the recovery of San Francisco 
from its great catastrophe nearly four years ago, than any 
other single influence, and that influence has been given and 
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has been brought to bear in countless other ways upon other 
interests, upon other powers in that city in such a way as to 
be peculiarly representative of this body. I believe, gentle- 
men, that there can be no more just and reasonable thing 
than that the American Institute of Architects should meet 
upon the centre and common professional field of the Pacific 
Coast and that means San Francisco. Further than that, I 
know from personal interviews with a great number of the 
members of the Chapter and of the representatives of the 
profession at large, that San Francisco wants the Institute to 
meet there in convention, and I use that word “Want” in 
several different senses. It desires it, it needs it and it feels 
that it must have it. It needs it, not for its own sake, but 
for the sake of the profession at large in the great territory 
reaching from San Diego to Seattle. The influence of the 
Institute will make itself felt by meeting in that great centre, 
that new, that old, that romantic centre of the Pacific Coast 
civilization—San Francisco—make itself felt, I say, from end 
to end and from side to side of that great new region, and a 
region which not only has a vast future and considerable 
present, but more particularly a vast field and opportunity 
of influence to our public at large. Our public in California 
differs in certain respects from the public in such places as 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, or any of our older, larger 
centres, centres which have come already socially to recog- 
nize the need of the architect, the value of his services, and 
his just social existence. We need aid in deciding as to just 
what the architect is. Is he half contractor, is he half gen- 
tlemen, is he promotor—just what is he? We hardly know 
ourselves. We need to have the fact of the architect’s value, 
position, worthiness in general brought home to that great 
region of the country, which still has to wake up to the fact 
that he exists, not that we have not a great many excellent 
practitioners on the Pacific Coast. We have. We have some 
of the most brilliant men in the country. I do not hesitate 
to say that, but they cannot stand together for the best inter- 
ests of the profession, for the best interest of the community, 
for the two are one, inseparable—in the degree that they 
should, simply because the fact of the dignity, the power, 
the influence, the immense influence, of this Institute of Archi- 
tects has not been brought home to the men in the street. 
Now, we want you for the benefit of the profession first of 
all, and we want you for the benefit of our public second, but 
only barely second to that. We want to give you a good 
time; and we feel that the natural advantages and the arti- 
ficial advantages are hand in hand in combining to promise 
not only a good time but a most valuable time to the profes- 
sion at large and the American public. 

Mr. MaconicLe:—Mr. President, in order to crystallize the 
sentiment of this Convention, I move you, sir, that it is the 
sense of this Convention that the next Convention be held 
on the Pacific Coast. 

The motion was duly seconded. 

Tue Presment:—It is moved and seconded, and it is, there- 
fore, before the Convention for discussion. 

Mr. Witcox:—I am very glad of the opportunity to favor 
this motion, I would say of Seattle that we stand with the 
Southern Pacific Coast cities in making the invitation to come 
to our “neck of the woods.” I infer from Mr. Curlett’s re- 
marks that every architect is a Michael Angelo. I will say 
that as far as the extreme northwest is concerned I wish 
that they were familiar enough with the Institute to regard 
them in that light, and I hope the Institute will come so, as 
I am sure that it will prove to be, that the Institute is com- 
posed of Michael Angelos. 

Mr. Ponp:—I want to second the motion, too. I have but 
recently tasted of the sweets of California and the Coast 
locality, and I want to see the Convention go out there and 
enjoy the same hospitality, and I am sure they will. As, 
between Los Angeles and San Francisco, “I could be happy 
with either, were t’other dear charmer away.” I do feel that 
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we would be getting into another atmosphere if we go to 
San Francisco. We feel very much the atmosphere of the 
East. North of San Francisco, and also south of it, but in 
San Francisco, to my mind, there was something appealing— 
something, as Mr. Howard has said of the past—of the far 
past, that is impressive, something of the future and of the 
present which is brilliant; and it matters not whether the 
Convention goes to Los Angeles or to San Francisco, I shall 
have to bathe in the sunshine of San Francisco again. 

Mr. Scuortetp:—I do not know whether it would be im- 
practicable to have the Convention held in two cities of Cali- 
fornia, say San Francisco and Los Angeles, but that would 
not be unprecedented. I remember, as some of you do, a 
few years ago we had a convention held in two different 
cities. That would not be unprecedented. We started in at 
Providence, and then we took a short walk, after breakfast, 
over to Newport, and had a convention there the next day. It 
is a long trip, of course, out to California, but while we are 
there and right near San Francisco and Los Angeles, one 
night’s ride, we might accomplish that. I have been there; 
it is a pleasant country, and Los Angeles has certainly been 
doing wonders. San Francisco has been building up, and I 
should like to see the Convention held in both cities on one 
trip. 

Mr. Morris:—The State of Oregon has not been heard 
from, and I do not know whether I am the only one here or 
not from that State, but I want to urge that the Convention 
be held on the Pacific Coast, that the Eastern members may 
taste of the delights of the Pacific Coast, which I have so 
regretfully abandoned. 

My Chapter passed a resolution that the next Convention of 
the American Institute be recommended to be held on the Pacific 
Coast, following out the line and invitation of the San Fran- 
cisco Chapter. We are just as sensible that the distance is 
great as any other Chapter, but we think for the good of the 
Institute it should be held out there. (Applause.) 

THe Preswent:—The question is on Mr. MacGonigal’s mo- 
tion. You have heard Mr. Cram’s statement of the differences 
that would prevail if Mr. MacGonigal’s motion is adopted. 
In other words, MacGonigal’s motion, if adopted, would then 
make it obligatory upon the Institute to hold its next Con- 
vention on the Pacific Coast. Are you ready for the question? 

Mr. Cootipce:—Mr. President, I want to urge one important 
consideration which it seems to me should cause the Conven- 
tion to express its opinion, but not give its mandate, upon 
this question. It is this: whereas I think it will be a great 
pleasure to us to meet on the Pacific Coast next year, never- 
theless, the purpose of our meeting in Washington must 
always be kept in mind. It is that at this time next year legis- 
lation may be proposed in process that we should influence— 
that we should be glad to be able to influence by our presence 
in Washington. I do not mean that I think it will be neces- 
sary, but it is possible. If we hold our Convention on the 
Pacific Coast we shall be a long way removed from the seat 
of our influence, and whereas I approve distinctly of the quality 
of the Institute in holding its conventions, generally speaking, 
in Washington, but every third year somewhere else, and hope 
it will be decided by the Board of Directors next year that 
we meet upon the Pacific Coast, I should not like to instruct 
them. I would rather that this meeting express its sense 
that the next Convention be held on the Pacific Coast, but 
still leave the Board of Directors free to meet any contin- 
gency that might arise in deciding the exact place. I hope 
that Mr. MacGonigal will modify his motion in the sense 
of the Convention, in which I most heartily join, and I want 
most heartily to thank the representatives of the Pacific Coast 
for their very cordial and very welcome invitation for us 
to go out there. 

Mr. Batpwin:—I heartily concur in what Mr. Coolidge 
and Mr. Cram have said, and while I hope to see ‘the ‘next 
Convention held on the Pacific Coast, and shall use my small 
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influence to that end, I think it would be a most unwise prece- 
dent to establish. In recent years it has proven that it has 
been absolutely necessary for the Board of Directors to have 
power to determine where the Convention is to be held, and 
for the best interest of the Convention and for the country 
at large I think Mr. MacGonigal will see the point and modify 
the form of his last resolution. 

Mr. Coormce:—Is it possible for Mr. MacGonigal to re- 
commend the motion which he has already amended? 

Mr. Cram:—I move that Mr. MacGonigal’s motion be 
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amended to this effect; that it is the sense of the Convention 
that the next Convention be held on the Pacifie Coast, the 
place to be determined by the Board of Directors, and that 
this expression of opinion be considered binding by the Board 
of Directors unless in their opinion there are the most weighty 
reasons against their carrying of the expressed desires of 
the Convention. 

Motion was duly seconded and carried. 

Convention then adjourned to reconvene on Wednesday 
morning. 


The American Institute of Architects Pays Tribute 
to the Memory of Charles Follen McKim 


N Wednesday evening, December 15, the evening 
of the second day of the forty-third annual 


convention of the Institute there was held in 
the Corcoran Art Gallery a memorial meeting to honor 
the memory of the late Charles Follen McKim, and to 
present the gold medal awarded to Mr. McKim by the 
Institute nearly a year ago. 

This gathering of the highest representatives of the 
executive and administrative branches of the Govern- 
ment, and of the leading men in all the professions of 
art, was marked by the same successful management 
that characterized that of the St. Gaudens memorial 
meeting, held last year. 

But, while it proved a great gathering, the note of 
sadness which must inevitably pervade a memorial 
meeting seemed unusually intense throughout the pro- 
ceedings. The honor that Mr. McKim would doubtless 
have prized above any of the many that had reached 
him he had not lived to receive. The approval, in an 
enduring form, the appreciation, respect and warm 
affection of all the profession of which he stood at the 
head. 

No doubt many a younger man present, who in past 
years had come within Mr. McKim’s acquaintance, felt 
brought home to him on this occasion the deep sense of 
a personal loss. For, like all great men, Charles Follen 
McKim never realized how truly great were the talents 
with which he was gifted. He was always the friend 
of the younger members of his profession, and with a 
word of encouragement and a helping hand has pointed 
out the path that has led to successful careers, and 
while thoroughly endorsing the eulogistic remarks of 
the evening it seems possible that this very beautiful 
trait in Mr. McKim’s character did not perhaps receive 
the emphasis it deserves. 

The principal speakers on this occasion were Presi- 
dent Taft, Senator Root, of New York, and former 
Ambassador to England, Joseph H. Choate. 

Mr. Cass Gilbert, the retiring president of the Insti- 
tute, presided at the meeting. In a short address, be- 


fitting this important occasion, the medal was pre- 
sented. 

It was accepted by Mr. Meade, on behalf of Miss 
Moyant McKim, who was present at the ceremony. 
Mr. Meade’s speaking in acceptance showed much feel- 
ing. He stated that he was speaking simply as he knew 
Mr. McKim might have spoken had he received the 
medal. 

The first speech in that part of the evening’s pro- 
gramme devoted to remarks eulogistic of Mr. McKim, 
was by President Taft. 

His appreciation of the work of Mr. McKim showed 
a deep sense of the wonderful talent and persistency 
of this great architect. 


The President’s address follows: 


“We are here to do honor to the memory of an American 
leader in one of the great arts. I do not feel justified in saying 
much with respect to Mr. McKim, for the reason that the period 
of my acquaintance with him and friendship for him was very 
short. My acquaintance with him arose from the fact that I was 
Secretary of War, and had to do with that plan in an official 
way which he held most dear, I think, of all the subjects to 
which he devoted his great artistic genius—that plan for carry- 
ing onward the design with respect to Washington. He was 
sensitive, as I presume most geniuses and men of talent are, and 
he suffered much as he ran against that abruptness and cock- 
sureness that we are apt to find in the neighborhood of Wash- 
ington, both in the executive and the legislative branches. He 
was the last person to give you the impression that he had either 
abruptness or cocksureness, but I don’t know any one who, when 
he had set his mind at a thing and had determined to reach a 
result, had more steadfastness and manifested more willingness 
to use every possible means to achieve his purpose than Mr 
McKim. 

“T don’t know whether I dare tell a story with reference to 
him, which, as a member of the cabinet, I am able to certify is 
true; but it illustrates his qualities to such a degree that perhaps 
I may be pardoned for going into the confidences of a cabinet of 
an administration. 

“The Mall was Mr. McKim’s chief anxiety, lest Congress 
should forget that important part of the plan of the improve- 
ment of Washington. The cellar and the foundation for the 
Agricultural Department had been begun and some $8,000 or 
$10,000 expended when it came to Mr. McKim’s knowledge that 
the building, if erected aceording to that plan, would be a few 
feet too high and a few feet too near the center, and he came to 
prevent it. The Secretary of Agriculture was not disposed to 
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regard that variation from the plan as substantial, and was very 
much opposed to the change. 

“Mr. McKim came to me, after Mr. Root left the cabinet, as 
his only true sympathizer and friend, and asked me to speak to 
the President, whom he also regarded as a friend and sympa- 
thizer, but who at times needed convincing. So I went to see 
the President and explained to him the situation, and he at once 
agreed that we ought to change it. ‘But,’ said he, ‘the trouble is 
with Uncle Jimmy, who has a real cause of complaint. He says 
that these architects have delayed too long, and the public money 
cannot be wasted and expended in this way.’ 

“Well,” said I, ‘can’t we call a council, or something of that 
sort, and solemnly sit on the subject, and then finally reach the 
right conclusion ?’ 

“He said, ‘We can and will,’ and we did. Mr. McKim was of 
counsel, and Mr. Green and two or three others. The President 
took Mr. McKim to task at once for the audacity of architects 
who wait for 30 and 60 days, until plans have been completed, 
and then come in and attempt to make a change. Well, that was 
not a very good beginning, and I am afraid that our brother 
McKim thought the jig was up. But it so suited the Secretary 
of Agriculture that when there appeared a suggestion from an 
engineer that possibly not $10,000 or $5,000 would be sacrificed, 
but an economy might be introduced in another way, the Secre- 
tary, at the suggestion or the invitation of the President, said 
that he thought possibly it might be worked out that way, but 
the President insisted that if we did we did not intend to waive 
the criticism that we had to make against the profession of 
architects by reason of their delay. And so we separated. 

“The Agricultural Building was moved. McKim and I! 
walked up the steps of the War Department. I said, ‘Mr. 
McKim, I congratulate you on your victory.’ He turned and 
looked at me a moment and said, ‘Was it a victory? Another 
such and I am dead.’ But it was a victory, and it illustrates 
his character in quietly pushing and pushing and pushing for 
the highest ideals of his art, and insisting on everything that 
was best, and in yielding to nothing that seemed to him a 
detriment and a retrograde step. 

“No one could come in contact with him and not feel that gen- 
erous, disinterested spirit of his in favor of the promotion of all 
art, and his willingness to devote time and effort to promote it 
everywhere. 

“T had the honor to appoint him as a member of the board to 
assist the Secretary of War in preserving what we could of the 
scenery of Niagara, and he devoted a great deal of time, with 
very little compensation, to planning out what could be done on 
the American side of the river so that the people on the other 
side should not think it was the back yard of the United States. 
And so it was with respect to everything that came out of his 
character to one who had to deal with him in public matters. 

“TI did not come here to make a speech. I hoped that I should 
not be thrown onto the audience without some leader like Mr. 
Root or Mr. Choate, who have known Mr. McKim for long, and 
who have shown by their works and their speeches how artistic 
they are; that I, who have had no experience in art, should not 
have to come here and be made responsible for a great depart- 
ment, and should begin this encomium; but I feel in my heart 
so strongly the debt of gratitude that the nation owes to Mr. 
McKim for leading an art and making the ideals of that art even 
higher, and trying to make them national, that I am glad to lend 
any emphasis that I may to a memorial to him. 

“T am living in a house to-day that has been made beautiful by 
Mr. McKim. It is a house to which you can invite any for- 
eigner from any country, however artistic, and feel that it is a 
worthy executive mansion for a great nation like this, combin- 
ing dignity and simplicity, and reflecting in all its lines (it does 
to me) the dignity and simplicity of the art of Mr. McKm.” 


At the close of the President’s remarks Mr. Cass 
Gilbert presented Senator Root. Senator Root was for 
many years an intimate friend of Mr. McKim. He 
spoke with much feeling of him as one of those master 
minds, never seeking personal fame, but always working 
for the success of any project he might have in hand re- 
gardless of whether or not it might bring him added 
honors or even recognition. 
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Senator Root’s speech was in part as follows: 


“We find in his methods a study of past art rather than mod- 
ern ingenuity. If there was any one thing from which Mr. 
McKim shrank—which he despised—it was simple ingenuity and 
the fantastic as sometimes used by modern artists. He fastened 
to all that was good in the past and adapted it to meet modern 
conditions. Instead of creating he applied truths known for 
their soundness to these modern days, and by his method main- 
tained the simple grandeur we so admire. 

“His work on the great White City on the lake near Chicago 
brought to this country a new viewpoint of American beauty 
and completeness. 

“And so it was when he was asked to plan a park system for 
Washington. Instead of attempting to apply his own ideas— 
ideas, by the way, which might have brought him everlasting 
fame—he studied art and American achievement and applied 
one to the other. He went back to the times of L’Enfant and 
Washington and followed their ideas. He confronted problems 
similar to those they had met and solved them. And he evolved 
from history a park system which is as certain to be followed as 
the sun is to rise to-morrow. 

“When he began his work he met with difficulty, because of 
the controversy ensuing as to those having the authority to carry 
out his plans. But his persistency, his patience, and his deter- 
mination conquered over all. So it was when he took up the 
work of restoring the White House. He declined personal 
glory, although the opportunity for fame was his did he but 
grasp it. 

“It was planned to build a wide pavilion around the new addi- 
tions to the executive mansion. The designing of such a pavil- 
ion would have meant eternal fame for the designer, but its 
erection would have dwarfed the plain, simple old White House 
—the building of history. 

“Instead of a huge pavilion, he had two small unornamental 
buildings erected which enabled the original mansion to stand 
to-day as a pure American example of a home on the banks of 
the Potomac. He removed all of the gingerbread creations 
which had been put in the White House from time to time, and 
replaced them with simple, dignified ornaments in keeping 
with the original building. Many noble lives have entered into 
the American structure as it stands to-day, but none deserves a 
greater appreciation than the life of Charles Follen McKim, and 
what was last in his mind should be first in ours.” 


Mr. Joseph H. Choate, who followed Senator Root, 
also spoke as one who had enjoyed the friendship and 
rare companionship of Mr. McKim. 


Speaking of Mr. McKim’s characteristics, he said: 


“I have never known a human with a character more charm- 
ing than his. To know him was to know his intense love of 
beauty, his hatred of that which was ugly, and his sweet reason- 
ableness, not usually found in men of his stamp. To know him 
was to love him. One could not meet him without admiring his 
beautiful traits, his lack of assumption. 

“His loyalty in his friendships was another characteristic 
which I remember as it is recalled to me by the relations exist- 
ing for years between Stanford White, Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
and himself. 

“His telegrarn to friends after he had been given a medal for 
his achievements in London by the Architectural Society there is 
typical of him. When cablegrams from America arrived in 
England congratulating him on the distinction conferred upon 
him, he replied: ‘I’m wearing the same hat.’ That was the 
beauty of his character. He never lost himself or became 
swelled up at his success. If you knew him you knew that you 
would always find him wearing the same hat.” 


While it is fitting that we should gather to honor 
the number of distinguished men who have set the seal 
of a great personality on their times, there are monu- 
ments, and enduring ones, to this man that will stand 
long after every one that now has him in affectionate 
remembrance has passed away. Throughout the length 
and breadth of this land structures stand as silent wit- 
ness to the great mind that conceived them. 
































EPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE A.LA. 
TO CONSIDER THE RELATION OF THE 
OTHER ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETIES TO 
THE INSTITUTE 


The Committee to consider the Relations of other Archi- 
tectural Societies to the Institute submits the following report, 
in the full knowledge that whatever it can record of actual 
accomplishment during the past year is quite insignificant in 
comparison with the importance of the work instrusted to it. 
Owing to the very wise and necessary policy of the Board of 
Directors to keep the expenses of conducting the affairs of 
the Institute this year within certain definite limits, the mem- 
bers of the Committee have not been able to travel and hold 
meetings and, consequently, they have been compelled to trans- 
act the business of the Committee through the unsatisfactory 
medium of correspondence. 

The able and exhaustive report of the Committee of the 
previous year, which was presented at the last convention, 
prompted the hope that subsequent events would mark the 
rapid progress of a well ordered movement tending toward 
a uniform educational system among the junior architectural 
societies and meeting with the approval and co-operation of 
the Institute. . 

Our investigation of the subject committed to us has brought 
into our hands a great deal of interesting information concern- 
ing the work of the Society of Beaux Arts Architects. The 
admirable system which that society has adopted for archi- 
tectural education and the great interest which the students 
of the country have taken in the work offered, lead us to 
believe that a closer alliance with that society, in the develop- 
ment of a possible educational system, would be of the greatest 
benefit to the Institute. We feel that the Society have the 
hearty recognition and support of the Institute. 

We also learn that the Architectural League of America, 
through its Board of Directors and its Committee on Educa- 
tion, has during the past year given earnest consideration to 
a scheme whereby it is proposed that its entire membership 
of over 1,700 students and practising architects shall be 
grouped into three or more grades, according to certain definite 
educational standards. It is the aim and hope of the League, 
when this system shall have been put into practical operation, 
that a member of its highest grade presenting a certificate 
from the League setting forth such fact will be deemed by the 
Institute eligible for admission forthwith to this body, pro- 
vided, that he shall also satisfy all other proper and usual 
requirements. 

Under existing conditions, however, it may be seriously 
doubted that such a course would be a wise one for the insti- 
tute to adopt for, assuming that one of the chief purposes of 
the Institute is to unite all American architects who possess 
satisfactory educational qualifications, combined with proper 
ideals concerning the principles and functions as well as the 
practice of architecture as a profession, it must still be 
admitted that an increase in numerical membership will not 
necessarily strengthen the organization. Therefore, while it 
is proper that candidates for membership in the Institute should 
be expected to have received that academic training, without 
which a true understanding of the functions of an architect 
must be impossible, it should be remembered that the Insti- 
tute is an association of practising architects and, after all, 
a candidate’s professional attainment should constitute the 
chief requisites for admission. 

Setting aside, for the present, a consideration of this second 
and most important requirement, it appears to your Committee 
that the Institute should be most seriously concerned with the 
efforts which other organizations are putting forth to stimulate 
and encourage self-development on the part of the drafts- 
men of to-day who may be the architects of to-morrow and 
who, by reason of meritorious work, may seek admission to 
the Institute. 

The predecessors of this Committee, in their report to the 
last Convention, recommended the following resolution: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this Convention that the 
A. I. A. consider the advisability of the establishing of a 
group or section similar to that of the R. I. B. A., and that 
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the Institute provide for representation upon its Board of 
Directors of those societies which shall have shown themselves 
useful in the cause of architectural education.” 

The committee appointed to consider this report found 
as follows: 

“While we approve in principle the first clause of this resolu- 
tion advising the establishing of a student group associated 
with the Institute, we feel that much still remains to be con- 
sidered in this connection and still more in regard to the 
second part of the resolution providing for representation on 
the Board of Directors of certain societies. We, therefore, 
recommend the continuance of the Committee, with instructions 
to report to the next Convention.” 

Your present Committee, through its knowledge of the 
excellent though incomplete work now being carried on by 
the educational societies, is of the opinion that it will be diffi- 
cult, because of the looseness of their organization, to insure 
a satisfactory and uniform elevation of standard and a fulfill- 
ing of all requirements unless the movement be dominated by 
some central board of control. As the Institute is primarily 
and vitally interested in the character and qualifications of the 
candidates who apply for admission to membership, it would 
follow that the Institute should be equally interested in the 
means and methods whereby such character is formed and 
qualifications obtained. 

The suggestion in the resolution that representation be pro- 
vided upon the Board of Directors of the Institute of certain 
societies commends itself to your Committee, not so much 
for the purpose of enabling the societies in question to have 
a voice in the conduct of the affairs of the Institute as to 
enable the Institute to direct and, in a measure, control the 
workings of the societies in matters of importance to the 
Institute. This Committee, therefore, recommends that the 
Convention give serious consideration to the resolution offered 
in the report of the previous Committee. 

This Committee also recommends the adoption by this 

Convention of the following resolution: 
“ “Resolved, that the Board of Directors be requested to 
seriously consider the advisability of co-operation, by appoint- 
ment of special committees or otherwise as may be most ex- 
pedient, with junior architectural societies to the end that a 
satisfactory educational system may be adopted, the fulfillment 
of which will be acceptable to the Institute as a prerequisite 
for admission to its membership, and that the junior societies 
may have some direct means of reaching the attention of the 
Institute on all matters mutually concerning them. 





EPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE A.LA. 
ON THE BUREAU OF FINE: ARTS 


The Committee on the Bureau of Fine Arts has the honor to 
report as follows: 

During and immediately after the last Convention, your 
committe had several conferences with President Roosevelt, 
at which the facts brought forth in the last report of this 
committee were presented to him and discussed. President 
Roosevelt being much impressed with the great importance 
to the country of placing the expenditure of vast sums of 
public money for works of art under the supervision of a 
body of men of recognized standing and of trained ability in 
the arts; and being convinced of the improbability of obtain- 
ing from Congress, at that time, favorable action toward this 
desirable end, decided, in response to a letter written to him 
by your committee, at his suggestion, to establish by Executive 
Order such a body, to be known as a Council of the Fine Arts. 

On January 19, 1909, the President issued an Executive 
Order, a copy of which is annexed hereto, embodying the 
letter of your committee and his reply, in which he states 
that he cordially agrees with the letter of your committee and 
approves the recommendation made therein. The President 
thanks the committee for its wise and patriotic action, which 
will secure to the American public what is literally priceless

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VERY great movement has its pivotal events. The 
result of every campaign has turned on one or 
more principal happenings. No large accomplishment 
has been recorded in the world’s history that was not 
made up of a succession of smaller results successfully 
attained, the successive steps to which contained in 
themselves the possibility of ultimate success or failure 
for the entire movement. It is true that not always has 
the crisis been recognized until after the event, and occa- 
sionally some incident of comparative unimportance has 
been mistaken for the crucial occurrence, but these are 
errors of judgment due to lack of full knowledge. 
~~ so we have watched, and aided when possible, 
the movement that has taken form in this country 
during recent years, which has for its object higher civic 
development. It has grown from small proportions to 
one of national scope and importance. It has success- 
fully passed several crises, but it may safely be said that 
the most important of all was decided favorably when 
positive approval of the Park Commission’s plan for the 
civic development and beautification of Washington 
was guaranteed by President Taft and Senator Root in 
their addresses before the McKim Memorial meeting 
referred to elsewhere in this issue. To have had this 





magnificent scheme for which Mr. McKim has been 
given greatest credit defeated, would not only have con- 
stituted an irreparable loss to the city of Washington, 
but would have been a severe blow to the cause of civic 
betterment everywhere. To know that the plan will cer- 
tainly be followed with intelligence and care for every 
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detail gives us renewed hope and strength to press for- 
ward. 


HETHER it is fortunate or otherwise that we 
cannot all devote our time and talents to the 
designing and erection of monumental structures is per- 
haps debatable, but certain it is that the minor buildings 
must also receive the attention of architects of ability 
it they fulfill in highest measure the demands of utility 
and appearance. The small garage, a number of which 
are illustrated in this issue, is of most recent origin. A 
demand for such a structure did not exist in this country 
a few years ago. Many of those that have been erected 
are of the most temporary character. Others fail to 
suggest their use in the slightest degree. Still some 
progress has been made with the new problem, and prob- 
ably the next five years will determine some matters now 
seemingly in doubt. 


T appears that, notwithstanding the urgent repre- 
sentations of many of the most patriotic and pub- 
lic-spirited citizens of Baltimore, the Municipal Art 
Society of that city is to be denied the use of the new 
Armory, which happens to be the only building afford- 
ing adequate space for an art exhibition available in the 
city. We have already commented on that phase of 
the situation which presents the problem of a city with 
but one building suitable for such a purpose, and which, 
by the way, is not peculiar to Baltimore. The other 
aspect, that of a regiment, through those who are le- 
gally qualified to speak for it, refusing the use of its 
building with but the flimsiest excuses for such re- 
fusal, we believe to be fairly unique. It is a distinction, 
that we have no doubt, is but little relished by the ma- 
jority of the regiment members as well as other citi- 
zens of Baltimore. The entire matter, deplorable as 
it seems, will probably serve to emphasize the need for, 
and so hasten the day of better accomodations for 
carrying on the work of the various organizations of 
artists and others engaged in the movement calculated 
to improve the appearance and conditions of our cities, 
and ultimately, add to the joy of living. 
HE wisdom of the individuals and societies who 
for years advocated the adoption of the tariff 
laws providing for the free entrance into this 
country of paintings and art objects, seems amply 
demonstrated by the results attained under the recently 
enacted laws which, with certain restrictions, guarantee 
the object sought. Already many of the old master- 
pieces have found their way to America and undoubt- 
edly many more are destined to ultimately enrich our 
public and private collections. Relying on present in- 
dications it seems not improbable that American art 
galleries and museums may yet become noted as the 
greatest in the richness of their collections of any in 
the world. The effect which these paintings will have 
in the art eductation of the masses is well nigh incalcu- 
lable. If it were otherwise perhaps we could not view 
the distress of those nations which are losing their 
priceless treasures with our present equanimity. It 
appears that the new condition of things simply insures 
the greatest good to the greatest number, which, if ac- 
cepted as a just theory, affords ample justification.

These gentlemen were nominated by the President to com- 
pose the Council of Fine Arts, and on January 19, 1909, the 
President issued the following order (1010), embodying his 
correspondence with your committee and concluding, 

“I direct that the heads of the Executive Departments, 
Bureaus and Commissions govern themselves accordingly. 
Hereafter, before any plans are formulated for any buildings 
or grounds, or for the location or erection of any statue, the 
matter must be submitted to the Council I have named and 
their advice followed unless for good and sufficient reasons 
the President directs that it be not followed. The supervising 
Architect of the Treasury will act as the executive officer for 
carrying out the recommendations of the Council.

Immediately after this order a meeting of the Council was 
called, to be held in Washington, for the purpose of organiza- 
tion. The Council met at the Octagon, 27 members being 
present, and the following officers were elected:

At the invitation of the President the Council then proceeded 
to the White House and were received by the President, who 
expressed his great pleasure and gratification at the success 
of the meeting, and requested the Council to report immedi- 
ately upon the character and location of the Lincoln Memorial. 
Through the action which was taken by the Council upon this 
matter, the project for placing the Lincoln Memorial between 
the Capitol and the Union Railroad Station was defeated, and 
the bill dropped from Congress, thus preventing a serious 
divergence from the L’ Enfant plan of Washington. 

The Council then adjourned. 

On May 21, 1909, President Taft issued the following 
Executive Order (1074): 

“By reason of the provisions of the Act of March 4, 1909 
(Sundry Civil), Executive Order issued under date of January 
19, 1909,—appointing the Council of Fine Arts, and requiring 
plans to be submitted to such Council, etc.—is hereby revoked. 
(Signed ) “WM. H. TAFT.

“The White House,

By this order the Council of Fine Arts ceased to exist. 
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Your committee has been given to understand that the 
revoking of the ordér appointing the Council of Fine Arts 
was not due to want of sympathy with the object of the Coun- 
cil, but to the well-known opinion of President Taft that suck 
bodies should be created by Legislative action, rather than by 
the act of the President. 

It is the opinion of your committee that it is now more 
necessary than ever before that the subject should be given the 
greatest publicity possible in all parts of the country, to the 
end that Congress may be brought to see the necessity of cre- 
ating a body with powers corresponding to those which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt thought it wise to endow the Council of Fine 
Arts. 

A collection of newspaper clippings and newspaper comments 
was made by your committee after the appointment of the 
Council by the President, and among the several hundred 
clippings collected, from all parts of the country, you will 
be pleased to learn that there was only one unfavorable 
editorial. 

It is, therefore, the opinion of your committee that, as the 
action of President Roosevelt received such universal support 
throughout the country, it is the duty of the Institute to en- 
deavor in every possible way to influence Congress to create 
a Bureau of Fine Arts. Indiscriminate and _ ill-considered 
appropriations by Congress for works of art continue to in- 
crease. The lack of systematized control or supervision is now 
more evident than ever. The means which we suggested to 
President Roosevelt, and which he approved so highly, were 
found adequate to meet the situation. The only objection 
urged against it was the fact that it was not authorized by 
Congress. 

It is, therefore, the duty of this Institute, and the duty of 
every member, to use every effort to urge the passage of the 
bill which Senator Newlands introduced at the last Congress, 
to create a Bureau of Fine Arts, with an advisory council of 
artists. 





Tue Paris THAat FEw PeopLteE Know 


It was months before I found what most visitors to 
Paris seem never to find at all—the Roman amphi- 
theater which lies at the foot of the almost cliff-like 
eastern slope of the Mont Ste.-Geneviéve. At what 
period, by what catastrophe, what sack or burning of the 
city, it was buried, no one knows. All trace and remem- 
brance of it had been lost when sixty or seventy years 
ago the engineers who were cutting the new Rue Monge 
ran straight into it. Since then it has been entirely ex- 
cavated and somewhat repaired. Its condition is as 
good as that of the amphitheater at Verona, and it is 
larger than the one at Pompeii. As the Roman city of 
the Parisii centered upon the islands in the Seine, this 
must have been a suburban pleasure-ground. Together 
with the Palais des Thermes it stands as a last great, 
impressive fragment of Roman Paris. Passing in be- 
tween the high walls whjgh support the shelving tiers 
of seats, one sees on either hand the niches, some shal- 
low, some deep as caves, in which slaves, wild animals, 
and perhaps Christian martyrs were confined before 
their struggle came. On November mornings, when the 
bleak, empty seats are strewn with rain-drenched leaves, 
the place is haunted by melancholy, and the passage 
across the arena of an occasional child with his nurse- 
maid—the only living beings I ever saw there—only 
deepens the impression—B. D. Cooper, in Harper's 
Magazine for December.

RUINS OF CONCRETE 





Tuey TESTIFY TO REMARKABLE ACHIEVEMENTS OF A 
VANISHED PEOPLE 


At last archaeologists have advanced a reasonable 
theory regarding the immense ruins in Mexico and Cen- 
tral America which testify to the remarkable achieve- 
ments of a vanished people, and one likely to be better 
appreciated in this age of concrete than ever before, 
says the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

The new contention is that the great buildings, sup- 
posed to have been built of stone, were really created 
of concrete that was made in molds of gigantic size. 
Here is an explanation which explains, and also lies 
within the realm of the possible. 

The difficulty that must have attended the transpor- 
tation of what have been believed to be colossal stone 
blocks vanishes if they were really made of concrete, 
for which abundant material was easily obtainable. It 
is possible that the remote race concerned achieved bet- 
ter concrete construction than we have yet obtained. 


CONCRETING UNDER WATER 





NoveL MetHop BernG SuccessFULLY EMPLOYED AT 
DETROIT 

The operation of depositing cement under water to 
form concrete foundations and similar work is always 
interesting and this character of work is being done at 
the present time on a larger scale than ever before in 
the construction of the Detroit River tunnel of the 
Michigan Central Railroad. In depositing the material 
“tremies” are made use of, operated from a barge car- 
rying the concrete mixing plant. These are riveted 
steel tubes, slightly longer than the deepest part of the 
river, and discharge the concrete directly into the forms. 
To exclude water while the first batch is being laid, two 
or three empty cement bags are stuffed into the top of 
the tube and the wet concrete is poured in, forcing the 
bags down and the water ahead of them, and by con- 
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tinually maintaining the tube full of concrete no river 
water can enter. After the concrete begins to emerge 
from the lower end, the tube is kept several inches un- 
der the surface of the mass, forming a seal. As the con- 
crete builds up in the forms, the tremie tubes are raised 
in the towers supporting them on the barge. A floater 
rises with the concrete and indicates through a wire to 
the operator on the scow when the tremie should be 
raised. The wet concrete distributes itself from the 
bottom of the tremie tub in a circle about ten feet in 
diameter. 


DISCOVERY OF A VILLA IN THE RUINS OF POMPEII 


Many Works OF ROMAN ART UNEARTHED BY THE 
Excavators Now at Work UNDER DIRECTION 
OF THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 


Another discovery of great interest was made not 
long ago in Pompeii, where the excavation work is 
being steadily carried on. Under the ash deposits there 
was found an extensive villa of a handsome construction 
and ornamented with very fine frescoes. The villa con- 
tains statues and other works of sculpture, both Greek 
and Roman, besides very rich furniture which is well 
ornamented and also many vases of different kinds. 

There were also found coffers filled with gold and 
silver money. In the basement are great amphorae 
which were used for storage purposes and in the tri- 
clinium the tables were prepared for a banquet of thirty 
persons. Some of the silver pieces seem to have been 
taken out at a previous epoch, for there are traces of 
clandestine search which was made at a former date.

Mr. GLENN BrowN, SECRETARY OF THE AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS, SELECTED AS Mr. 
RusseELL. SrurGis’s SUCCESSOR ON THE 
Avery Lisprary COMMISION 

In the letter of gift printed in the Introduction to the 
Catalogue of the Henry O. Avery Memorial Architect- 
ural Library (Library of Columbia College, 1895) oc- 
curs the following paragraph: 

“It is our wish that the purchases made for the Avery 
Architectural Library be made exclusively by a com- 
mission of three persons, namely, the Librarian of Co- 
lumbia College, the Professor or acting Professor of the 
Architectural Department of the School of Mines, and 
Mr. Russell Sturgis of New York, whose successor, in 
case of his declination at any time, is to be selected by 
the other two members of the Commission as above, to 
be always an architect and not immediately connected 
with Columbia College.” 

In. this way the founders of the library gave to Mr. 
Sturgis a controlling position in its management, which 
was proper, as the conception of a standard architectural 
library in the City of New York was primarily his. Dur- 
ing the last ten years of his life Mr. Sturgis approved 
every purchase made from the income of the Avery 
Fund. Mr. Sturgis’s death has left this honorable posi- 
tion vacant. As his successor the surviving members 
of the Purchasing Committee of the Avery Library, the 
late Dr. Canfield of the Library and Professor Hamlin 
of the Architectural Department, have elected Mr. Glenn 
Brown, Secretary of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects and author of the monumental “History of the 
United States Capitol.”” This selection is approved by 
Mr. Sturgis’s friends and by Mrs. Avery and her son, 
and will commend itself to all those who are interested 
in the architectural profession and in the standard archi- 
tectural library. 

The Avery Library, in Columbia University, is the 
standard collection of the architectural profession in the 
United States. It is well endowed, generously support- 
ed, and protected by provisions of the letter of gift of 
the founders. 

It proposes to include all the best books on Archi- 
tecture. In addition to its architectural books, a large 
amount of material on subjects of collateral interest has 
drifted into the collection ; painting, sculpture and decor- 
ative design in general. 

In the Avery collection there are between 18,000 and 
19,000 volumes. In addition to this, the University 
Library possesses in its circulating department an in- 
determinate mass of artistic material which is probably 
equivalent to 10,000 volumes. Altogether, the Univer- 
sity Library contains between 28,000 and 30,000 volumes 
on various subjects connected with the fine arts, a 
much larger number than is to be found in any other 
library in America. 

Thanks to the consideration and self-control of its 
readers, it has been found practicable to make all this 
material freely accessible to the general public, and es- 
pecially accessible to the University public. 
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Harvarp House GIVEN to COLLEGE 


BIRTHPLACE OF UNIVERSITY FouNDER OPENED BY 
WHITELAW REID 


Harvard House, at Stratford-on-Avon, the sixteenth 
century home of Robert Harvard, father of John Har- 
vard, the founder of Harvard University, rescued from 
decay by the efforts of Edward Morris of Chicago, is 
now the property of Harvard University. It was 
opened October 6 by Whitelaw Reid, American Ambas- 
sador, in the presence of a large audience, including 
many Americans. 

The ambassador, in declaring the house “henceforth 
open as a free resort for all visiting sons of Harvard 
and a general rendezvous for all visiting Americans,” 
alluded to the installation of Dr. Lowell as the new 
president of Harvard as constituting a further tie be- 
tween America and England, Dr. Lowell’s services to 
England being on the same plane as those of Ambassa- 
dor Bryce to America. 

The presentation of the house was accepted by Har 
vard University and the residence is to be held in per- 
petuity under a body of trustees. 

All modernities which had been introduced in the 
house have been removed, and it is now practically in 
the same condition as it was in the days of John Har- 
vard. The house is said to be a much more perfect 
specimen of a sixteenth century residence than Shake- 
speare’s birthplace. 


COMPETITIONS 


COMPETITION OF THE First Baptist CHURCH OF 
PITTSBURG, Pa. 

The trustees have authorized the construction of a 
new church building at a cost not to exceed $200,000. 
To select an architect the Building Committee will hold 
a competition open to all architects of whose profes- 
sional standing and ability to execute large work the 
committee receives satisfactory evidence. 

Professor Warren P. Laird has been retained as the 
committee’s adviser and judgment will be rendered by 
a jury composed of the adviser and two architects chosen 
by the competitors. 

Four architects, two of whom are of Pittsburg, have 
been especially invited, and to each of these and of those 
four others whose designs rank highest will be paid a 
fee of $300, two of the last-named fees being reserved 
for competition among Pittsburg architects. Any com- 
petitive fee due the appointed architect will apply on 
his fee as architect of the building. 

It is intended to issue the program on October 16. 
to require drawings as few and simple in character as 
possible and to allow about six weeks for their comple- 
tion. 

Architects desiring to enter the competition are fe- 
quested to write for the necessary application blanks to 
the adviser at the University of Pennsylvania, Phila- 
delphia.

BOOK NOTES 


Fresco Painting, Its Art and Technique. With Special 
Reference to the Buono and Spirit Fresco Method, 
by James Ward. Four color plates and thirty-one 
half-tone illustrations; 70 pages text; size, 61% x 
9%; full cloth, embossed side title. New York: 
D. Appleton & Co. Price, $3. 

In America, as well as in England, and it is from that 
country that Mr. Ward writes, Fresco (which strictly 
means the application of color on fresh or wet lime) has 
in a measure fallen into disuse. The vagaries of cli- 
mate, the lack of a perfect knowledge of the chemical 
quality of the colors used, and its effect when in contact 
with the wet plaster, and other difficulties of a similar 
character, have generally caused mural painters to rely 
upon the painted canvas and to avoid the direct appli- 
cation of color to the walls of the building. And, while 
results have been achieved in mural decoration that have 
become classed as masterpieces of modern art, it seems 
doubtful if there can ever be substituted a method of 
wall decoration more desirable or satisfying than the 
sureeessfully applied stucco painting. 

The decoration ef wall surfaces is one of the oldest 
forms of art. The symbolic representation on the walls 
of Egyptian tombs, and the later form of decoration of 
churches and public buildings, many of them master- 
pieces of painting, are mural decorations. 
>-Many -processes or methods have been employed. 
Some remain with us as tradition, on which by experi- 
ment and practice the present application of stucco is 
based. Others are buried or lost, and we have but the 
exhumed examples, evidently possessing all the bril- 
liancy of coler of their original painting; but the secret 
of the method is, like many another process, lost, and its 
recovery has baffled the skill of science. 
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Of the many processes of Fresco painting employed 
to-day, the author regards as most important the 
“buono” and the “spirit” fresco. These he has explained 
in a manner, divested of all technical phrases, that en- 
ables the reader to readily comprehend each step of the 
different methods. 

If Mr. Ward’s book stimulates a revival of interest 
in this most desirable method of mural decoration, by 
reason of his very thorough presentation of his subject, 
the good results will be far reaching.

applied, cement may become an important factor in ar- 
resting the decay in trees and healing the wounds caused 
by ignorance or the breaking off of limbs.

Forest WoRK ON BILTMORE ESTATE REMARKABLE, Ex- 
PERIMENTAL WoRK AN IMPORTANT ADDITION TO 
THE SCIENCE AND PRACTICE OF FoRESTRY 


In point of variety and scope the forest work done 
on the Biltmore estate, in North Carolina, is remarkable. 
The forests, which cover 130,000 acres, are made profit- 
able by the production of various forms of material. 

Four million feet of lumber, 5,000 cords of tannic 
acid wood and fuel, 1,000 cords of tan bark and several 
hundred cords of pulp weod are cut every year. At the 
same time the forest through wise management is bet- 
tered and is steadily increasing in value. Workmen em- 
ployed along the boundaries of the forest do duty as fire 
guards. Thus fire protection is secured, at least through 
all the accessible parts of the tract. 

In connection with all lumbering operations perma- 
nent logging roads are built. These minimize the pres- 
ent cost of transportation, and will greatly reduce the 
cost of marketing future crops. Thus the extension of 
the roads is steadily adding to the investment value of 
the forest. Moreover, they serve also as a network of 
fire lines. Forest planting is practiced where fire will 
not threaten its success. 

The experimental work in silviculture which is done 
at Biltmore is certain to make important additions to the 
science and practice of forestry. 


A Novet ILLUMINATION OF A CHURCH. 


At a prominent society wedding which recently took 
place in Montgomery, Ala., a lighting effect was pro- 
duced which probably is the first of its kind ever at- 
tempted. The novelty of the scheme consisted in plac- 
ing four flaming arc lamps on the outside of the church, 
near the stained glass windows, and covering the instal- 
lation with white canvas. The decoration of the in- 
terior of the church was carried out on an elaborate 
scale, and involved the use of many incandescent lamps ; 
but the crowning feature of the whole affair from the 
decorative standpoint was the turning on of the arc 
lamps, which gave the effect of the sun rising and shin- 
ing in through the windows. It is thus described in a 
local paper : 

“Lights were arranged on the outside of the church 
at each stained glass window, and the light was re- 
flected inside. At the beginning of the ceremony all 
of the othéf lights in the church were turned out, and 
only these were used. The scene was as one at sunrise, 
the lights ¢hatiging from a soft mellow glow and grad- 
ually growing brighter and brighter, until the lights 
burst forth in théir full brilliancy.”"—The Architect and 
Engineer.

SrRUCTURAL DetAILs, OR ELEMENTS OF DESIGN IN 
Tueory Framinc. By Henry S. Jacoby, Professor 
of Bridge Engineering in Cornell University. 37 pp.; 
8vo.; cloth. $2.50 net. New York: John Wiley & 
Sons. London: Chapman & Hall, Limited. 

When a technical writer approaches his subject as 
fully equipped as does Prof. Jacoby, and undertakes to 
write a book, the result is bound to be satisfactory. 

The various chapters, fully illustrated, correspond to 
a course of instruction conducted by the author in 
Cornell University, and as these lectures were neces- 
sarily prepared for and delivered to students, much of 
the ultra technical language usually found in works of 
this nature is not present. The work is a most helpful 
one, not only to the inexperienced, but the subject has 
been so thoroughly covered that it will be found a val- 
uable aid to everyone engaged in structural timber work. 





Oak FLoorinc—Being an outline of correct méthods 
of manufacturing, handling, laying and finishing of 
oak floors. By Henry H. Gibson. Stiff paper 
boards; 38 pp.; 6x9 inches.

HarvaRD House, SrTRATFORD-ON-AVON, A_ FINE 
EXAMPLE OF LaTE XVI CENTURY ARCHITECTURE 


“Harvard House,” the transfer of which to Harvard 
University was recently noted in these columns, has 
been restored as far as possible to its original appear- 
ance. A writer in a recent issue of The Builder (Lon- 
don) describes this interesting building as follows: 

It was built for Thomas Rogers, alderman, whose 
daughter Katharine was married in Holy Trinity 
Church, Stratford-on-Avon, on April 8, 1605, to Rob- 
ert Harvard (“Harwod”), of High street, Southwark, 
a butcher, and vestryman of St. Saviour’s, she being 
his second wife. Of six children, issue of that mar- 
riage, four, with their father, died of the plague. The 
widow married again, and her son, John Harvard, was 
admitted to Emmanuel College, Cambridge, on April 
17, 1628: Nine years subsequently he, with other 
Puritans, went to New England. He died about twelve 
months after his arrival there; he bequeathed his library 
and a capital sum of 8o0o/. towards the endowment of 
a college, which has since developed into the University 
which bears his name. His mother and brother Thomas 
had left him a fairly good fortune, largely derived 
from the Queen’s Head Tavern in Borough High street. 
Her early home in Stratford-on-Avon contains an upper 
room, panelled in oak, and a Tudor mantel-beading of 
plaster; in the passage which leads to the room are 
hung, in frames, a specimen, taken from the house, of 
the true wattle and dab work temp. Elizabeth, and a 
specimen of similar work as executed in our own time. 
It is a single-gabled half-timbered house, having three 
floors ; on the elaborately-carved front are roses, fleurs- 
de-lys, and the bull and bear badges of the houses of 
Neville and Beauchamp. The date is between the ini- 
tials, “T.R.” and “A.R.,” of Thomas, and his wife Alice, 
Rogers. 


THERE ARE Many Masterpieces oF DutcH ArT 
OwNeED IN AMERICA 

The painting of few nations indeed offers so inter- 
esting a study as that of Holland, for we know of none 
so little derivative, so essentially characteristic of the 
people who produce it, so eminently direct and personal 
—in fact so entirely indigenous and original. Fully to 
appreciate and enjoy it one need not study the craft of 
immediate predecessors, but should rather bear in mind 
the political and social conditions which preceded this 
flowering of an art born of a large leisure purchased 
by a past of strenuous combat with nature at home and 
oppression from abroad. These obstacles, this disci- 
pline, this long abstinence from the lighter moments of 
existence, this repression of the spiritual side of hu- 
manity seems to have prepared the ground for a rich 
harvest when the time arrived in which these people 
could look about them in security and comfort. This 
land they had saved from the sea, these homes they had 
established through privation and hardship became ob- 
jects of delight and pride; and when they sought sub- 


jects upon which to lavish their artistic skill it was 
these familiar things that appealed to them—the things 
they loved. 

The richness of the holdings of Dutch pictures by a 
few discerning collectors in this country will be a mat- 
ter of surprise to many visiting these galleries, and they 
will be moved to an expression of appreciation to the 
owners of these treasures for their public spirit in col- 
lecting them and permitting them to be shown. The 
extent of the collection is so unlooked for that it may be 
well to mention that of the seven Vermeers owned in the 
United States, five are here on view, while some thirty 
Rembrandts, and in the neighborhood of twenty Franz 
Hals, many of finest quality, are distributed among this 
profusion of lesser, but still brilliant lights of the time. 
—From “The Point of View,” in the November 
Scribner. 


THE BILLBOARD CRUSADE 

The aggressive campaign entered upon by the Amer- 
ican Civic Association against outdoor advertising is 
being waged to the fullest extent possible. 

It is a source of much satisfaction to learn that 
through the activities of this association many flagrant 
violations of good taste and even civic decency have 
been avoided. The most prominent of these has been 
the flaring signs that met the visitor to Washington 
as soon as he emerged from the railway station, and 
the encircling fence near the capitol. 

It hurts one’s national pride to find one of the most 
inspiring views to an American citizen marred by these 
bill boards. To gain his first view of the lofty dome 
of the capitol, with a foreground of gaudy and assertive 
advertiserients. This abatement alone entitles the 
Civic Association to the gratitude and co-operation as 
far as possible of every citizen. 


Took 1,600 YEARS TO COMPLETE CHURCH 

At Troyes, in France, was solemnly inaugurated a 
church which has taken sixteen centuries to build, as it 
was begun in the third century and was completed but 
recently. 

This is St. Urban’s Church, built by order of Pope 
Urban on the site of the house in which he was born. 
Only the foundations were laid during Pope Urban’s 
lifetime, and though the building has long been con- 
secrated, the last remaining stones were laid this year. 
The church is a gem of Gothic architecture —Exchange.

Civic BETTERMENT—THE PROMINENT Part OF ARCHI- 

TECTURAL SOCIETIES IN SECURING Best RESULTS 

To stimulate the growth of good architecture in cities 
on the Pacific coast and to cause the laity to appreciate 
the valuable asset that good designing and planning is to 
every municipality, the Architectural League of the 
Pacific Coast, at a meeting during its first annual con- 
vention, held at Berkeley, Cal., decided to present a 
gold medal to that city of the Pacific coast which shall 
have attained the highest merit in the architectural 
beauty of its public buildings. 

This is but one feature of an aggressive campaign 
of education in good architecture that this active society 


has inaugurated, and as it is in charge of men high in 
the ranks of the profession it is confidently expected 
that a large measure of success will be attained. 

We believe it can be truthfully stated that none of 
the bodies organized for the promotion of the Fine 
Arts show more substantial results than do the various 
architectural organizations, National, State or local. 
These societies are and have been for some time giving, 
and unselfishly, the most valuable service in further- 
ing every form of civic beauty, and it is along lines simi- 
lar to the instance described above that these tangible 
results are being accomplished. 

The echoes of the last convention of the American 
Institute have not yet ceased to be heard, and within 
the next six weeks this representative body will again be 
in session. 

With the patronage and co-operation of every in- 
fluential class of citizen, from the President of the 
United States and his cabinet, throughout every walk of 
life, the activities of the architects as an organized 
body have resulted in reforms and policies aggressive 
and substantial that have placed the profession in a 
position where its counsels are sought and its recom- 
mendations no longer ignored. 

All this points to a better and broader result in the 
architecture of the United States and the time is not far 
distant, if it is not already present, when the standard 
in this country may be truthfully stated to be the model 
for the civilized world. 


STREET LIGHTING 
THE REPORT OF THE DEPUTATION OF THE CORPORATION 
OF THE City oF LONDON 


With a view to studying the various systems of street 
lighting as carried on abroad, a deputation of the Cor- 
poration of the City of London has been making a tour 
through certain of the chief continental cities, and a 
report giving the conclusions arrived at as the result of 
these visits has recently been issued. It is recommended 
that wherever possible, streets should be lighted by 
means of centrally-hung lamps with lowering gear. 
This is considered particularly important in the City of 
London, where the number of obstructions upon the 
footways in the form of lamp-posts, bins, letter boxes, 
etc., is so large. Open spaces, it is maintained, should be 
lighted by means of lamps upon standards, fitted with 
lowering gear. High-pressure incandescent gas lamps, 
with inverted burners, are recommended as the illum- 
inant, but where gas is impracticable, and the use of 
electricity is necessary, open arc and flame arc lamps are 
advocated. It is suggested, however, that before any 
drastic alterations are made in the general lighting of 
the city, the Street’s Committee should be authorized to 
arrange for further experiments in the city thorough- 
fares. In most of the cities visited centrally-suspended 
lamps with lowering gear were found. At Munich as 
many as three lamps are hung in a row. In Berlin, 
Vienna, Brussels, and other cities, the practice prevails 
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of using electricity from lighting-up time till midnight, 
and then using gas, but Berlin purposes to discard elec- 
tricity altogether for street lighting, and is spending a 
very large sum on an improved gas system. 


New Yorxk’s Municipat BUILDING 


WorK ON THE City’s Civic HEADQUARTERS Now 
UNDER Way 


Work on what is claimed will be the greatest munici- 
pal building in the world has begun on the site of the 
old Staats-Zeitung, opposite the Brooklyn Bridge, New 
York, for the new Municipal Building for the city of 
New York. The contract for the foundation, which has 
been awarded to the Foundation Company, of New 
York, will call for an expenditure of $1,500,000 of the 
$15,000,000 which the structure will have cost when 
completed. About 140,000 cubic yards of dirt and rock 
will have to be removed, 50,000 cubic yards of which 
will be under water, while the concrete to be used in the 
piers on which the building will rest will comprise some 
50,000 cubic yards, requiring 70,000 barrels of cement. 
The foundations will extend 130 feet below the street 
level and 96 feet below the water level. The height of 
the building from basement to the top of its tower will 
be 680 feet. The main building will have 25 stories, 
each with a floor area of about an acre. There will be 
32 elevators, and a subway station in the basement. The 
electric wiring will require some 200 miles of material, 
and the lighting about 1,000 times as many bulbs. 

New York intends to have a civic headquarters com- 
mensurate with its expenditures, which are about one- 
third of the up-keep of the Federal Government. The 
project has been under consideration for ten years, and 
it will take three years more.to complete. The building 
will occupy two city blocks and house 12,000 persons. 


SuN PoweER 


ProFessor. THOMPSON ESTIMATES IT AT 7,000 HorsE- 
POWER PER ACRE 


One of the most fascinating speculations in the ad- 
dress of Professor Sir J. J. Thomson, as president of the 
British Association, at the opening meeting at Winnipeg, 
related to the utilization of the vast stores of energy 
poured out by the sun from day to day. The energy of 
the sun, stored up in coals, waterfalls, and food, does 
the work of the world. The enormous supply of energy 
derived by the earth from the heat of the sun may be 
conceived from Professor Thomson’s statement that it 
amounts to about 7,000 horse-power per acre. Now, he 
had no doubt, he said, that though engineers had not vet 
discovered how to utilize this practically inexhaustible 
supply of power, they would ultimately succeed in doing 
so. What then? When coal was exhausted and our 
water power inadequate, it might be that this would be 
the source from which we should derive the energy nec- 
essary for the world’s work. Such a speculation opens 
out a field of entrancing interest. Sir Joseph Thom- 
son suggested that, perhaps, when that time comes, and 
the forces contained in the’sun’s rays are harnessed by 
man, the centers of industrial activity may be transferred 
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to the burning deserts of the Sahara, and the value of 
land determined by its suitability for the reception of 
traps to catch sunbeams. Our own fog-laden land will 
stand a poor chance, says the Sanitary Record.

The annual meeting of the San Francisco Chapter, 
American Institute of Architects, held on October 21, 
was undoubtedly the most successful gathering of mem- 
bers of the profession ever held on the Pacific Coast. 
In addition to the large attendance of members, there 
were present as guests of the Chapter, Mr. Cass Gilbert, 
president, and Mr. Irving K. Pond, second vice-presi- 
dent, of the Institute, whose addresses at the evening 
session were received with the most emphatic marks 
of approval. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year are: Wil- 
liam Moser, president; Louis C. Mullgardt, vice-presi- 
dent; Sylvan Schnaittacher, secretary and treasurer.

The Architectural Club has been advocating for a 
year past a plan for a Civic Center. A definite move- 
ment is well latinched now and a fund is already sub- 
scribed large enough to bring some recognized authority 
on City Planning here to cooperate with Olmstead 
Bros. who have already laid out a park system for the 
city.

BOOK NOTE 


Tue Cottace Homes or ENGLAND, drawn by Helen 
Allingham and described by Stewart Dick. With 
sixty-four: full-page colored plates from pictures never 
before reproduced. Full cloth, gilt side title, 285 pp., 
7x94 inches; price, $7 net. New York: Longmans, 
Green & Co.; London: Edward Arnold. 

We do not remember to have seen at any time a his- 
tory of the old English cottages wherein the text and the 
illustrations more truthfully portrayed the subject than 
in the present volume. Its historical accuracy, as set 
forth in Mr. Stewart Dick’s well-written text, proves 
that it is possible to be entertaining even while adhering 
to the strictest accuracy of statement. The reader who 
knows and, knowing, delights in that charming pictur- 
esqueness that pervades rural England, will find this a 
volume worth his while. The text takes him back not 
only over the haunts and byeways of the tourist, but to 
many places out of that beaten track of travel and to 
scenes that are not familiar. The reproductions of the 
water-colors by Helen Allingham are splendidly exe- 
cuted. This artist, evidently thoroughly imbued with 
the charm and picturesqueness of her subject and with a 
thoroughly well-defined sense of color, has painted a 
series of sketches which in themselves are worth the 
price of the volume. We commend this book to the 
architect, not alone as part of his working library, but 
one that will be found a’ welcome addition to his valued 
books at home.

The fact that committees of Selection and Hanging 
realize that an exhibition to be of value must be some- 
thing more than purely technical, that it must also be 
of sufficient interest to attract the average citizen, is 
responsible for this improvement. 

The 1909 exhibition of this progressive organization 
was, in its character, fully up to the standard set by 
larger cities. This was possible by reason of the fact 
that in this northern Ohio city is grouped a body of 
men who have set the impress of their personality on 
their work, and have made it worth the while of their 
architectural brothers of larger cities to send to this 
exhibition examples of their recent efforts. 

At an architectural exhibition of to-day we look for 
some presentation of the mural painter’s, the glass 
worker’s and the decorator’s art. 

The Cleveland Club seems to have fully recognized 
this important part of their exhibition, and the mural 
paintings by Fred Dana Marsh, typical of construc- 
tion, the art glass exhibition, and the various branches 
of the craftsmen’s work, as applied to architecture 
were important and interesting features. 

To particularize in directing attention to specific ex- 
hibits would, if each were to receive the notice due, 
necessitate the transcription of the catalogue within 
these notes. 

In the country house—and the examples here shown 
by local men are of greatest interest—or the manufac- 
turing buildings, every exhibit proves the wise selective 
judgment of the jury and emphatically proclaims the 
high plane of architectural work that is being done in 
this section. 

The value of this exhibition was largely popularized 
by the action of the Cleveland Architectural Club in 
deciding on free admission, which resulted in an at- 
tendance of more than five-thousand people.

The regular monthly business meetings of the Chi- 
cago Architects’ Business Association have become an 
important feature of this progressive organization. 
The last meeting was held on November 23, and pre- 
ceded by the usual dinner.

At the close of the regular meeting Mr. Arthur P. 
Hewson read a paper on the “Economies of Concrete.” 

Among the features outlined for future meetings is 
a presentation and discussion of “What Not to Do.” 

Members are requested to note in daily observation 
such conditions as best represent this subject, notify 
the secretary, who will have necessary lantern slides 
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made, to be thrown on the screen at the meetings, and 
the bad features will be discussed by the members. It 
would seem as if the educational value of a pictorial 
presentation and open discussion of features of this 
kind would be fruitful of best results, and the idea 
might well be followed by similar organizations 
throughout the country. 


The annual meeting of the Oklahoma State Associa- 
tion of Architects was held at Muskogee, on November 
27, and was largely attended. 

Many interesting papers were read and the general 
interest of the Association predicts a successful future.

A Text Book on Grapuic Statics. By Charles W. 
Malcolm, C.E. 316 pp. 6x9 inches, full cloth. 
Price $3.00 net. New York and Chicago: Myron C. 
Clark Publishing Co. London: E. & F. N. Spon, 
Ltd. 

Professor Malcolm has rendered, not only the student, 
but the practncal worker as well, a real service in the 
preparation of this work. In many works of this char- 
acter the underlying proofs have been overlooked, and 
the student has therefore emerged from his venture 
into this branch of study equipped with a certain num- 
ber of rules and propositions the reasons for which are 
unknown to him. 

Pedantry of the author is perhaps the worst fault in 
text books, especially those that deal with the higher 
mathematics, but Prof. Malcolm has avoided this ten- 
dency as much as seems consistent with an adequate 
presentation of his subject.

While there has been much published in technical 
magazines bearing on the subject of Framing, the mat- 
ter has been presented from so many and varying 
points of view and its collection so as to present the en- 
tire subject in a logical way so difficult, that no such 
complete work on this subject has heretofore been 
issued. 

The present work will therefore be found of much 
value to the carpenter and builder, and can be read 
with profit by the architect who desires to keep well in- 
formed as to the latest and best methods of construc- 
tion.

The traveler in Europe, jaded with many long rides 
to out-of-the-way places, and sated with many scenes 
and experiences such as only Europe can offer, knows 
when he has toured everywhere but in Italy that the 
crowning of his experience is at hand, as his railway 
carriage rolls in to the depot and the guard at the door 
calls, “Firenze.” Florence, that city of wonders of art, 
old and new, is before him, and to follow are Venice 
and Rome, Lucca and Pistoia, Pisa and Siena. 

But it is not possible for all of us to experience these 
joys of travel, and the next best thing is to take up a 
book wherein men like Mr. James and Mr. Pennell have 
set down with pencil and with pen a record of saunter- 
ings through these art-laden garden spots of Italy. 

The appearance of this sumptuous work just now is 
timely, as it affords at least one answer to the annual 
questions that arise when one scans one’s list of proposed 
holiday gifts.

THe NatioNAL ScuLpTurE Sociery’s EXHIBITION OF 
SMALL BRONZES AND THE GROWING DEMAND FOR 
EXHIBITIONS OF Goop ART 

It is significant of the growing appreciation of good 
art that even in our smaller cities arrangements are 
going forward towards securing at some time during the 
coming winter exhibitions of art subjects. 

The National Sculpture Society, realizing that the 
people want every opportunity possible to become ac- 
quainted with the best of modern art, have collected 
from their members a representative lot of small bronzes 
which will soon be shown at Buffalo, and will from that 
city be started on a tour of travel that will include most 
of the larger cities throughout the West. 

We are advised by artists who have seen this col- 
lection of small bronzes that it will be found when 
viewed in exhibition to be one of the most representa- 
tive and instructive showings of the sculptor’s art ever 
brought together in this country. 

A certain indication that this awakening to the great 
value of a knowledge of the good in line and form is 
not merely a hysterical fad or the enthusiasm of would 
be dilletante, is shown in the newspaper reports received 
of proposed exhibitions in small cities where, owing to 
the absence heretofore of any similar movement, no ade- 
quate exhibition space is provided. In some instances 
the committees are stated to have secured unoccupied 
store buildings or any large unused space in which to 
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show the artistic material gathered by them. And 
many of these examples are for the first time seeing 
the light of publicity, for they have been for many years 
hung in private houses, and only recently valued at their 
real worth as works of art. 


Art Retic oF Four THOUSAND YEARS 
CLAY FIGURES OF GODDESS UNEARTHED DATES BACK TO 
STONE AGE 

What is said to be the oldest artistic record of man- 
kind has been found at Ottitz, near Ratibor, in Silesia, 
Prussia, by an excavating expedition under Johannes 
Richter. 

It is a clay figure of a goddess, about four thotisand 
years old, and was discovered in a house dating back to 
the stone age, of which a group of fifteen, forming a 
village, were unearthed.

A CONCRETE ROOFING TILE 


While European architects and builders have for at 
least half a century been familiar with different forms 
of concrete roofing tile, it has remained for the Amer- 
ican Concrete Co., No. 80 William street, New York, 
to manufacture and place on the market in this country 
a form of concrete tile for which many advantages are 
claimed. 

These tile are diamond shaped, each tile covering one 
square foot surface. By a system of ridges and corre- 
sponding depressions, these tiles are claimed to present 
a roof surface that is absolutely weather proof, and 
at the same time affording the proper “play” for expan- 
sion and contraction produced by climatic changes.

IMPORTANT Topics OUTLINED FOR Discussion A‘ 
FORTHCOMING A. I. A. CONVENTION AT 
WASHINGTON, D. C. 

During the convention of the American Institute of 
Architects, to be held in Washington on the 14th, 15th 
and 16th if this month, the principal topic of the ses- 
sion will be “The Relation of Railways to National and 
Civic Development.” ‘The subject will be discussed un- 
der the following comprehensive heads: 

The location of freight depots, and the convenience 
and economy in the collection and distribution of mer- 
chandise, mail and produce; the location of passenger 
stations for convenient access and egress of the public; 
the relations of buildings, docks, viaducts, retaining 
walls, bridges, and their surroundings, to city develop- 
ment and beauty; the design and treatment of grounds 
in economy and beauty; planting shrubs; and vines on 
embankments and cuts to prevent erosion and dust, and 
the planting of trees to furnish a lasting and convenient 
supply of timber for the use of the railways. 

Senator Newland’s bill for the creation of a bureau of 
fine arts will be discussed, and a report will probably 
he presented by the committee, of which Mr..S. B. P. 
Trowbridge, of New York, is chairman. 


PRESIDENT Cass GILBERT, OF THE AMERICAN INSTI- 
TUTE OF ARCHITECTS, ENTERTAINED BY HIs 
OFFICE STAFF. 


On the evening of November 24, at the Hotel Bre- 
voort, New York, a dinner was given to Mr. Cass Gil- 
bert by the members of his staff, in honor of his fiftieth 
birthday. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, Mr. Gilbert was pre- 
sented with a handsome bronze loving cup as a token 
of remembrance and esteem. 

The dinner was presided over by Mr. Rockart, and 
short addresses were made by Mr. Gilbert and the 
guests, Mr. W. R. Mead, Mr. Edward Blashfield, Mr 
Walter Cook, Mr. D. C. French, Mr. E. E. Garnsey, 
Prof. Warren P. Laird, Philadelphia; Mr. George D.

Wasuincton (D.C.) Has A New BuiL_pING Cope. 


The revised Building Code has now become operative. 
Some of the new features are as follows: There is a 
provision for nine-inch party walls, without joist hang- 
ers, in new two-story buildings of brick or similar ma- 
terial not over 50 feet long and 25 feet in height. Un- 
der the old building manual 13-inch walls were required 
inside the fire limit. 

The new regulations also contain some additional re- 
quirements for five-cent and ten-cent theaters. For the 
theaters that will seat less than 300 persons the require- 
ments of the new and old codes are the same. But for 
theaters that will accommodate over 300 persons side 
exits will be required, as in the larger theaters, and there 
must be passageways from these side exits to the street 


& feet wide, as against 9-foot passageways from the side 
exits of the big playhouses. 

The new regulations prohibit the building of frame 
houses in rows outside the fire limits. The danger of 
the spread of a fire through a row of frame houses is 
explained as the reason for this requirement. It is 
also provided in the new regulations that double frame 
houses can be built with frame party wall, but each dou- 
ble house must not extend closer than 5 feet of the line 
of the adjoining lots. This will provide for a yard 10 
feet wide between each double house. 

In the construction of apartment houses, the new code 
provides that around each 1,600 square feet of floor 
area either brick walls or walls of fireproof material 
must be constructed. 

Under the new light and ventilation regulations a 
dwelling covering the entire lot can be constructed on a 
corner lot which has no frontage on an alley and which 
is not more than 75 feet long and 50 feet wide.

STATE BOARD OF ARCHITECTS Sits AS TRIAL JUDGES. 

For the first time since it was created under the act 
of 1902 the New Jersey Board of Architects recently 
keard charges against an architect charged with im- 
proper doings in connection with his work. The pro- 
ceedings were held under the act which gives the State 
Board power to hear such charges and to deprive the 
defendant of his license if such course is deemed ad- 
visable. 

The hearing took place in the Bergen County Court 
House. The members of the State Board of Architects 
are Charles P. Baldwin, of Newark; David Provost, of 
Elizabeth; Arnold P. Moses, of Camden; Hugh Rob- 
erts, of Jersey City, and Charles Edwards, of Paterson. 


TECHNICAL SCHOOLS. 
THEIR GREAT EDUCATIONAL VALUE THOROUGHLY APPRE- 
CIATED BY THE COUNCILMANIC COMMITTEE 
OF BALTIMORE. 

Determined to leave no stone unturned if it will help 
to create a high-grade institute of technology in Balti- 
more, the special Councilmanic committee appointed to 
urge upon Governor Crothers’ special educational com- 
mission that it recommend such an institution to the 
next Legislature, met recently to formulate plans for 
putting the needs of Baltimore along this line before 
the commission. 

What the Councilmanic committee particularly wants 
is to have such an institution created and established in 
Baltimore, and its members propose to present strong 
arguments in this city’s behalf before the educational 
commission. 

No date has yet been set by the educational commis- 
sion for hearing the City Council committee, but it is 
probable that the advocates of such an institution and of 
different sites for it, when created by the Legislature, 
will be given several opportunities of appearing before

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the commission prior to the convening of the Legislaturc 
in January. 

The movement for the institute which is intended to 
take a high rank and grant engineering and architectural 
degrees, is already growing, as it is finding supporters 
from hosts of persons who believe that an educational 
center like Baltimore should have a representative tech- 
rical school. 


BRUGES AND THE SEA. 


Grateful as lovers of the picturesque may be for the 
gradual accumulation of silt which long ago separated 
the ancient city of Bruges from the sea, and so pre- 
served its quiet, old-world aspect to this day, the people 
of Belgium have other views. By the expenditure of 
some two and a half millions they constructed the new 
seaport of Zeebrugge, which was intended to revive 
the material prosperity of a once famous industrial 
center. Nevertheless, the great forces of nature still 
oppose the efforts of man, and, despite persistent 
dredging, the sea continues to pile up mud and sand 
to such an extent as to render the new harbor danger- 
ous and of no use save for vessels of small size. So 
rapid is the accretion of material that last year, after 
an area of about 250 feet square had been dredge: 
to the maximum depth of some thirty-two feet, only a 
month later the depth had decreased by fully seven feet 
six inches. This does not indicate a very promising 
future for the port of Zeebrugge, and those who rejoice 
in the peacefulness and architectural beauties of Bruges 
need not fear any immediate transformation of the city 
into a Belgian edition of Leeds or Bradford—The 
Builder.

THE LEAD AND ZINC PIGMENTS, by Clifford Dyer Hol- 
ley, M.S., Ph.D. Full cloth, 340 pp., 5x8; price, $3 
ret. New York: John Wiley & Sons; London: 
Chapman & Hall, Ltd.

The history of paint and pigment manufacture in dif- 
ferent countries presents to a writer so well acquainted 
with his subject as Mr. Holley, opportunities for de- 
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scription as to manners and old customs connected witl 
this industry, that are very interesting. 

This work, while exhaustive in its character and tech 
nical in its description, has at the same time a narrativ« 
style that permits the non-technical reader to becom« 
thoroughly acguainted with every phase of an important 
industry, and at the same time derive much entertain 
ment. It is a desirable addition to the technical library 
of the architect. 


INDUSTRIAL 


BALTIMORE’S MUNICIPAL DocK IMPROVEMENT. 


An interesting description of Baltimore’s municipa! 
dock improvements has been published in attractive 
pamphlet form by the Raymond Concrete Pile Co., of 
New York and Chicago. 

In the opening pages the methods employed by 
the city for financing the improvements are de 
scribed, after which the engineering features of 
the work in general, and more particularly those 
employed in the construction of Piers 4, 5, and 6 
are taken up in detail.

BUREAU 


Tentative plans for the formation of an employment 
bureau have been made by a special committee of the 
New Jersey Chapter, American Institute of Architects. 
It may be used by draftsmen and architects alike, and 
there will be no charge for the service. 

The plan is to have an exchange where draftsmen 
may register and where architects may come for help. 
A list of the draftsmen will be kept on file, and when- 
ever an architect applies for an assistant he will be 
given the names of a number of men who are most likely 
to be able to fulfill his requirements. 

Very complete data concerning the draftsmen will be 
kept on file. This will include their full names, ages, 
education, schools where they studied, experience, salary 
expected, etc. This information will be kept according 
to a system that can be referred to readily. There will 
be no charge for registration. 

Though the object for organizing such a bureau by 
the New Jersey Chapter, American Institute of Archi- 
tects, is primarily to aid the draftsmen, it will also be 
of service to architects. It is expected largely to obviate 
the bother of having so many draftsmen looking for em- 
ployment calling at the offices of architects. But best of 
all, it will give them a list of men, whose qualifications 
they can tell at a glance, to draw from. Thus it will not 
be necessary to see young men who are not fitted for the 
work in question. The committee from the New Jersey 
Chapter, American Institute of Architects, which has 
charge of the proposed bureau, is made up as follows: 
Herman Kreitler, chairman; B. F. Hurd, Frank F. F. 
Ward, Richard Erler and Alfred Walters.—Newark

“How use doth breed a habit in a man.” Things we 
knew not of a decade ago, whose wonderful utility and 
many advantages we never dreamed of, come to our 
attention, are appropriated to use (the keen inventive 
problems involved never given a thought), and become 
daily necessities. 

In enumerating the many instances of this character, 
one of the most prominent of daily utilities is the 
vacuum cleaner. 

The modern apartment house, with its many con- 
veniences, which make it attractive, and which, in a 
large measure, is supplanting the city house, is now 
judged as to its desirability as a residence by the number 
of these modern conveniences it offers to tenants. Be- 
side the insistent demands of certain forms of planning, 
it must have hot water supply, mail chutes, modern high 
speed elevators, and—vacuum cleaners. The poorest 
informed to-day, owing to the educational campaign 
that is being waged by manufacturers in every line that 
spread broadcast a multitude of books and pamphlets, 
know the sanitary advantages of the vacuum cleaner ; 
they know that the broom and the dust cloth are only 
spreaders of germs, and that a hygienic way to clean in- 
teriors is by the vacuum process. This process has long 
since passed the experimental stage.

MAIL CHUTES 

As the rural free delivery is to be suburban dweller 
in the receipt of mail, so is the modern mail chute, as 
installed in all large buildings, to the dispatching of 
letters.

AIR CLEANING AND COOLING EQUIPMENTS 

Circulation of air is often erroneously considered 
ventilation. It is only ventilation in the accepted sense 
when pure air is supplied to replace that which has be- 
come foul or vitiated.

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SOME SUGGESTIONS 


for Interior Decoration 


All interior wood work which requires an especially fine finish, should be treated as follows: 

(a) New wood work must be smooth, dry and cleaned of all dust before painting. Apply 
first a coat of orange shellac, thinned with grain alcohol. Let the shellac harden 24 hours and 
sandpaper off. Apply a coat of paint composed of 100 pounds of National Lead Company’s pure 
white lead, 1 gallon pure raw linseed oil, 2 gallons turpentine and 1 pint light drier. When dry 
and hard, putty defects. 

(b) Old wood work must be sandpapered until all varnish or other gloss has disappeared 
and then rubbed absolutely smooth with fine pumice and water. Apply one coat of paint 
composed of 100 pounds of National Lead Company’s pure white lead, 2 gallons pure tur- 
pentine and 1 pint light enamel varnish. Putty defects. 

(c) From this point new and old work should be treated alike. When first coat is dry 
rub down with No. 0 sandpaper. Repeat coats of formula in paragraph (b) as many times as is 
necessary to bring the surface to clear white with no dark places showing through. 

(d) Next, make an enamel by adding National Lead Company’s pure white lead, to light 
enamel varnish in the proportion of three pounds of white lead to one gallon of varnish. Break 
up the white lead with a little turpentine to a thick paste and then mix well with the varnish. 
Apply as paint. After the enamel is dry, rub down with pumice in water and apply a second 
coat of the same enamel. This completes full gloss finish. 

For silk finish rub down the last coat with fine pumice in rubbing-oil, clean off and finish 
with rotten stone in oil. Polish finally with a flannel rag. (Or, expense of rubbing down last 
coat may be avoided by applying one coat of dead varnish.) 

To obtain old ivory effect, tint last flat coat with just enough raw sienna to turn it off the 
white, before applying enamel. The enamel coats must be tinted in like manner 


PLASTER WALLS 


When thoroughly dried out, sandpaper the surface as in preparing wood work and dust 
clean. No painting should be done over fresh plaster. 

Use no size of any kind before priming. Between priming coat and second coat a glue 
sizing may be used if desired.

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The Fortieth Anniversary Banquet of the Philadelphia Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects 


The fortieth anniversary of the organization of the Phila- 
delphia Chapter, A. I. A., was celebrated on the evening of 
December 11th, by a banquet at the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel. 
This very energetic organization gathered about its board a 
number of distinguished guests. The address of welcome was 
delivered by Mr. William D. Hewitt, the president of the 
Chapter, who then introduced Mr. Albert Kilsey, who acted as 
toastmaster. 

Speeches were made in response to toasts as follows: 

David Knickerbacker Boyd, Philadelphia, president of the 
State Association of Architects, “The Philadelphia Chapter.” 

Hon. John E. Reyburn, “The City Beautiful.” 

Cass Gilbert, New York, president American Institute of 
Architects, “The Development of the National Capital and its 
Influence.” 

Frank C. Baldwin, Detroit, president Architectural League of 
America, “Educational Aims of the League, Their Bearing Upon 
the Institute.” 

J. Randolph Coolidge, Jr., Boston, “Architectural Progress 
in the United States During the Last Forty Years.” 

J. Quincy Adams, New York, “Municipal Art Commissions.” 

Irving K. Pond, Chicago, Illinois Chapter, American Institute 
of Architects, “Characteristic Features of American Cities.” 

Henry R. Edmunds, Philadelphia, president Board of Public 
Education, “Manual Training.” 

John Thomson, Philadelphia, librarian of Philadelphia Free 
Library System, “The Architecture of Free Libraries.” 

Prof. Warren Powers Laird, Philadelphia, “The School of 
Architectural, University of Pennsylvania.” 

Through the courtesy of the Committee of the Chapter, we 
are enabled to print Mr. D. Knickerbacker Boyd’s address, and 
also that of Mr. Irving K. Pond, the newly elected president of 
the Institute, and the address of Mr. J. Randolph Coolidge, Jr. 

Mr. Boyd, responding to the toast of “The Philadelphia 
Chapter,” spoke, in part, as follows: 

“Mr. Toastmaster, Gentlemen, Fellow Members: 

“The Philadelphia Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects in welcoming its guests on this fortieth anniversary 
of the founding of the Chapter also welcomes this opportunity 
to record its appreciation of the deeds of those men whose 
names it should ever hold in grateful remembrance. 

“Of the Chapters of the Institute that of New York was the 
first to be founded. This was in 1867. The second was the 
Philadelphia Chapter, which was organized in 1869. Then 
closely followed the Illinois Chapter and the Chapters in Bos 
ton, Cincinnati, Baltimore and Rhode Island. 

“Philadelphia is, in point of numbers,’ the largest Chapter in 
the country, and I am pleased to announce to you to-night that 
almost coincident with this celebration we pass the century 
mark in our membership. 

“The history of the Philadelphia Chapter is one of which its 
present members, nearly all young men, should feel proud as 
of a long and respected ancestry. Many of its founders were 
towers of strength to the profession, not only in the city where 
they made their home, but throughout the length and breadth 
of the United States. Two of the greatest of them deserve 
especial notice. Their works will live after them and to them 
both the Institute owes reverence and honor. These men were 
Thomas U. Walter, second president of the Institute, and 
Henry A. Sims, its secretary and foreign correspondent. 

“The Philadelphia Chapter has given to the Institute, in 
addition to Mr. Walter and Mr. Sims, another valuable officer, 
Mr. Frank Miles Day, twice president, as well as many members 
who have been fellows. 

“We notice that the Chapter had a way of strongly recording 
its feeling upon certain subpects. A paper by Henry A. Sims 
on the old Horticultural Hall, since destroyed by fire, led to a 
discussion as tc which is worst, the exterior appearance, the 
interior appearance, the acoustic properties, or the culpability 
of the people of Philadelphia generally, in that all those per- 


sons connected with its erection were not hung or driven out 
of the city for perpetrating so great a monstrosity; or the 
worse than culpability of the city newspapers, which, truckling 
no doubt to all interested in its erection, declared it a perfect 
building, an ornament to the city and vastly superior to any 
similar building in this country or in Europe. 

“It is fitting that, in our present day, the Chapter, while still 
working as a body of professional men concerned in elevating 
their profession, should also be found working in that larger 
sphere of usefulness demanded by the great economic era of 
reconstruction now opening throughout the world. 

“The Chapter, I believe, fully realizes that its real duty to the 
profession involves a larger duty to the community. 

“Through the unselfish devotion of its members it must take 
its part in disseminating higher standards of Architecture. It 
must popularize the profession through further stimulating 
among laymen that civic pride and interest in the bueautiful 
which is now being everywhere awakened. If it succeeds in 
this ultimate development of taste and culture it will be erect- 
ing a monument that will stand until nothing but the best shall 
be commonplace.” 

Responding to the toast, Characteristic Features of American 
Cities, Mr. Irving K. Pond spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President, Gentlemen and Guests of the Philadelphia 
Chapter : 

“I deem it a high honor to be permitted this evening to present 
my felicitations and to hear the congratulations of my Chapter 
to you on this the occasion of the fortieth anniversary of your 
Chapter’s birth. I am pround to have my name on the roll of 
your admiring confréres. The experience of a recent trip in 
which I touched the Western and Eastern borders of our great 
country brought home to me more deeply than ever what a 
proud possession is membership in the American Institute of 
\rchitects. Everywhere from coast to coast was clearly evi- 
denced the American spirit, everywhere was the family resem- 
blance; yet everywhere was evinced that individuality, which 
made the journey from one place to another fruitful and full 
of interest. And to-night I want to make the plea for in- 
dividuality and for adherence to local custom and _ tradition 
when they are based upon the solid ground of ethnic, climatic 
and geographic conditions, and for the development of such 
customs and traditions where the soil is ripe. In the advance 
of architectural and social sophistication not all of our cities 
have lost their individual flavor, and to maintain and emphasize 
that flavor should be a duty. Here and there architectural 
trowsers are turned up in imitation of the English and here and 
there dabs of French cosmetics are smeared upon the facades, 
but in general the aspect is American and smacks of the region 
soil. And why not? Our sons may for a bit be silly and over- 
dress or underdress their callow parts; our daughters may be 
the one for a period frivolous, the other time over prudish— 
but they are at heart clean and strong and American. And to 
be American means to have breadth of character and outlook. 
Under our skies are at the same moment winter snows and 
summer flowers; within our borders are broad prairies and 
inland seas, rugged and snow-capped mountains and mighty 
rivers, undulating hills and placid lakes; and each locality is 
inhabited by beings sensitive to the native charm of the region 
and willing and waiting to echo that charm in architecture, if 
the architect will but help them. But instead of bread is he 
not offering a stone? Out of each town, large or small, is he 
not making, so far as in him lies, a little conventional Paris, or 
a little New York of the lowest type? Why reduce all our 
would-be, and should-be, vital sons and daughters to conven- 
tional automata? Why not echo the serious note of the moun 
tain when you are building under its crest, and if you are in its 
fruited and flowered valley why not echo the spirit of fruit and 
flower in the forms and colors of the detail? Why not reflect 
the sun in the facade when you are building under its genial 
rays, and why not feature the shelting roof when in the locality 
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storms occur at frequent intervals? Why reduce everything 
everywhere to the deadly dull level of copy-book architecture? 
Why cannot the schools and ateliers produce poets and annihi- 
late stranglers of sentiment? What is the architect? Emerson 
has described him—for semigod substitute architect! The word 
fills equally the measure and the thought: 


“Can rules and tutors educate 

“The semi-god whom we await? 

“He must be musical, 

“Tremulous, impressional ; 

“Alive to gentle influence 

“Of landscape and of sky 

“And tender to the spirit-touch 

“Of man’s or maiden’s eye. 

‘But to his native center fast 

“Shall into Future fuse the Past 

“And the world’s flowing fates in his 
own mould recast.” 


“In these days of conservation the architects, and above all, 
the American Institute of Architects, should be the conservators 
of our national sentiment in art of our national idealism. 
There was a movement, by those concerned, to employ 
European architects to design after the European manner the 
great buildings for the coming international exposition in 
Japan. 

“The American Institute of Architects and certain art 
societies addressed a protest to the government of the Mikado, 
and begged in the interest of art and the eternal fitness of 
things that the buildings be done by Japanese architects after 
the manner of their own art. Are not the American Institute 
of Architects and the art societies equally concerned with the 
eternal fitness of things nearer home? “Ah!” it is answered, 
“Japan has a distinctive architecture and America has none!” 
Give America a chance. There are brains, heart and good taste 
and common sense in America—give it a chance to break 
through the Latin shroud and to do the obvious thing in the 
reasonable manner. Was Japan sensitive and timid before the 
sophisticated foreigner that she sought European counsel in her 
exposition architecture? Are we different that we bow to Eu- 
rope, just at this present time to Paris, in our art? Look at the 
position we are in. The American architect to-day is like a 
guest in a friend’s house. 

“My plea is for a distinctive national unity and variety in 
that unity. I want to see Boston stay Boston, with its quaint 
graveyards, its crooked streets and its prim little Puritan ways. 
I want to see Father Knickerbocker come to himself, lay aside 
his borrowed toga, and eliminate the French shrug of the 
shoulders, which is becoming habitual. The two do not har- 
monize anyway. I want to see the “City of Brotherly Love” te- 
come so architecturally, as well as in name! The buildings of 
the city used to scream at each other and at themselves. But 
the armies of good taste under the lead of your noble Chap- 
ter are encamped on the hills—in Germantown, in Mount Airy, 
on Chestnut Hill—and are gradually investing the city. I want 
to see the placid waters of Lake Michigan close calmly over the 
body—over the spirit—of any man who suggests a beaux arts 
civic center for the city of Chicago, or in any way interferes 
with a rational, beautiful and American development of the 
great strenuous and vital prairie town. I want to see Los 
Angeles less imitative of Chicago and the East and turn her 
eyes toward San Francisco, or, better, up to her own ever- 
lasting hills. I want to see San Francisco develop further the 
spirit of the Coast which now animates her. The fire quake 
threw off the shackles of the past, and now in San Francisco 
there is a definite though seemingly subconscious movement to 
reflect, in the mass, the grand serious spirit of the mountains, 
as did the founders of the missions, and to detail as do the 
Orientals in the brilliant, colorful, rich spirit of the valleys. 
When the pendulum swings and the tide of artistic empire sets 
eastward from the Pacific, our American architecture will 
suffer no loss of distinction and will gain measurably in spirit 
With the Orient tickling the fancy and the early Spaniards 
stirring the imagination what heights in architecture might not 
be reached by our technically trained craft, could we but feel, 
could the heart hold equal sway with the brain, and sentiment 
as well as knowledge guide the fingers ?” 
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J. Randolph Coolidge, Jr., of Boston, delivered an extended 
address in reply to the toast of Architectural Progress in the 
United States During the Last Forty Years, concluding as 
follows: 

“I think of the American architect in times to come not as 
a great creative artist, but rather as a thoroughly trained direc 
tor or manager of building enterprises. The increasing pres- 
sure for speedy and adequate execution will preclude ev’-~st- 
ive study or tentative experimentation. With continually .i,u.i: 
plied requirements, materials and methods of building, study 
will be mostly summary and experiment will take the fourm of 
actual construction. The architect will be surrounded by 
specialists in design, in construction, in superintendence, in 
technical research, but will himself be the master mind that or- 
ganizes and directs those who plan or supervise actual work. 

“He will endeavor to attach to his office men who do in every 
department of architectural practice better work than he knows 
how to do himself and will turn their individual capacities to 
the very best account, giving suitable encouragement and 
recognition to each and inspiring a common purpose and a con- 
certed effort for the sake of the work and of the office. His 
services will be paid for largely on the basis of the actual ex- 
penses to his office of each piece of work with fees for mere 
consultation in proportion to the value of his time. He will 
deserve to exercise a greater moral influence in public affairs 
than those whose professional career is more limited in place 
and time. 

“The scope of his organized effort will be at least as wide 
as the nation, and his authority that of a trained continuing 
executive, a man of varied and large undertakings, with a 
high sense of duty, and a generous friend of public spirit.”
